THE KYNG of Scottes our Nephicu and neigh⸗ 
bour, whom we in his youth x tender age pꝛeſerued 
and maynteined from the great banger of other. and 
by our authoꝛitie and power conduced hym ſauely to 
the reall poſſeſſion of his eſtate, Be nowe compeileth 
and fo:ceth bs foꝛ pꝛeſeruation of our honoure and 
right, to vle our puiſſaunce and power agaynſt hym. 
The like vnkindenes hath ben heretofoꝛe ſhewed by 
other in ſemblable caces againſt goddis lawe, mans 
lawe, and al humanitie:but the oftener it chaunceth, 
the moꝛe it is to be abhoꝛred, @ yet in the perſons of 
pꝛincis foz the raritie of theym can ſo happen but ſel⸗ 
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dome, as it hath nowe come to paſſe, oh 
4 1T HATH ben very rarely and ſeldom ſeen befoze, 

Sata king of Scottis hath had in mariage adough 
ter of England: We can not, te wyll not repꝛehend 
the kynge our fathers acte thetin, but lament and be 
ſozy it toke no better effecte , The kynge our father 
in that matter mynded lone, amitie, and perpetuall 
frend{yp betwene the poſteritie of both, whiche how 
ſoone it fayled, the death of the kynge of Scottts.as 
a due punyſhment of god fozhts iniuſte inuaſion in⸗ 
to this our realme, is and ſhall be a perpetuall teſti⸗ 
monye to they? repꝛoche foz euer, and yet in that pꝛe⸗ 
ſent tyme coulde not the vakyndeneſſe of the father 
extinguiſhe in vs the naturall loue to our Nephieu 

his ſonne, being than in the myſerable. age of tender 
pouthe: but we than fozgettyng the dyſpleaſure that 
ſhulde haue woꝛzthily pꝛouoked vs to inuade that re⸗ 
alme, nurriſhed and bꝛought vp our Nephteu to a= 
chieue his fathers poſſeſſion and gouerneinẽt, where 
in he nowe ſo vnkyndly vſeth and behaueth hym to⸗ 
wardes vs, as he compelleth vs to take armour and 
warte agaynſt hym. 

IT 1s ſpecially to be noted, bpon what groundes, 
and by what meanes we be compelled to this warre, 
wherin among other is our chiefe grtefe and dilplea⸗ 
ſure, that vndera colour of faire ſpech and flattering 
woozdes, we be in dedes fo iniured contempned and 
diſpiled, as we ought not with ſufferaunce to pꝛeter⸗ 
mitte and paſſe ouer. Woꝛdes wꝛitinges letters mel⸗ 
lages,ambaſitatts, excules, allegations, coulde not 
| | f moze 


moze pleaſantly, moze gently, ne moze reuerently be 
deviſed and ſente, then hath bene made on the kynge 
of Dcottis behalfe vnto vs, and euer we truſted, the 
tree wold bꝛyng foꝛth good fruite, that was on thone 
partie of ſo good a ſtocke, and contynually in appa⸗ 
cance put fo2th ſo fayze buddes: and therfoze wolde 
hardely byleue o2 gyue eare to other, that euer alled- 
ged the dedes to the contrary, being neuertheleſſe the 
ſame dedes ſo manyfeft, as we muſte nedes haue re⸗ 
garded them, had we not haue ben ſo lothe to thinke 
euell o our Nephicu, whom we had ſo many wayes 
bound to be of the belt ſozte towarde vs. And there⸗ 
fo:ehauyngea meſſage ſente vnto vs the yere paſte 
from our ſayde Nephieu, anda pꝛomiſſe made foz the 
repayzyng of the ſayd kynge of Stottis vnto vs to 
Yozke,and after great pꝛeparation on our part made 
therfoze, the ſame metyng was not onely diſappoyn- 
ted, but alſo at our being at Yoke, in the lieu therof, 
an inuaſion made by our ſaid Nephieu his ſubtectes 
into our realme, declaryng an euident contempt and 


diſpite of vs: We were yet gladde to impute the de⸗ 


faute of the metynge to thaduyſe of his counſaplle, 
and the inuaſion to the lewdnes of his ſubiectes:and 
accoꝛding thervnto gaue as benigne and gentyl au⸗ 
dience to ſuche Ambaſſadours, as repayzed hither at 
the Chꝛiſtmas atterwarde, as if noo ſuche cauſes of 
diſpleaſure had occurred, ſpecially conſpderynge the 
good wooꝛdes, ſwete wooꝛdes, pleaſant woozdis,eft- 
ſones pꝛoponed by the ſayd Imbaſſadours, not only 
to excuſe that was paſt, but alſo to perſwade kinvnes 

and 


and perfect amitie to enſue . Ind albeit the kyng of 
Scottis haupnge contrary to tharticle ofthe leage 
of amitie. receyued and ent reteigned ſuche rebelles, 
as were of the chief and pꝛinciple, in ſterringe the in⸗ 
ſurrection in the Nozth agaynſt vs, with refuſal be⸗ 
koꝛe tyme, vpon requeſt made to reſtoꝛe the lame: yet 
neuertheleſſe vpon offer made by the ſayde ambaſſa= 
dours, to ſende commiſſion to the boꝛdures, to deter⸗ 
mine the debates of the confintes in the ſame, with fo 
great a pꝛetence of amitie and fo fayze woozdes, as 
coulde be in ſpeche deſyꝛed: we were contente foz the 
tyme to foꝛbeare to pꝛeſſe them ouer extremely in the 
matier of rebels, Albeit we neuer remitted the ſame, 
but deſyꝛous to make triall of our ſayde Nephieu in 
ſoine cozreſpondence of dedes, condeſcended to the 
ſendyng of commiſſioners to the boꝛders, whiche to 
our great charge we dyd, and the kynge of Scottes 
our laid Nephicu the ſemblable. Where after great 
trauaile made by our Commiſſioners, this fruite en⸗ 
ſued, that being fo2 our part chalenged a piece of our 
grounde, playnly vſurped by the Scottis, and of no 
great value, being alſo foꝛ the ſame ſhewed ſuch eui⸗ 
dence, as moze ſubſtanciall, moze autentique, moꝛe 
playne and euydent, can not be bꝛoughte fourthe fox 
any parte of grounde within our realme. The ſame 
was neucrtheleſſe by them denied, refuſcd,and the e⸗ 
Utdence only f̃oꝛ this cauſe xeiected, that it was made 
(as they alledged) by Engliſhemen . And yet it was 
{oo auncient, as it coulde not be counterfaite nowe, 
and the value of the grounde lo lytell, and of ſo ſmal 
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wayte, as no man wolde haue attempted to fallifte 
fo: ſuche a matier. Ind yet this denyall being in this 
wyſe made vnto our Commilſtoners, they neuer the 


1 leſſe by our comandement departed as frendes, from 


the Commiſſioners of Scotlande, takyng oꝛder as 
hath ben accuſtomed fo2 good rule vpon the bozders 
in the meane tyme. 3 | | 
AFTER whyche theyz receſſe, the lozde Maxwell, 
warden of the weſt marches of Scotland, made pꝛo⸗ 
clamation fo2 good rule, but pet added therwith. that 


the bourderers of Scotlande ſhuld withdꝛawe their 


goodes from the bourders of England: Ind incon⸗ 
tinentely after the Scottilſſhe men bourdurers, the 
fourth of Julp, entred into our realme ſodeynly, and 


ſpoyled our ſubiectes, contrarye to our leages, euen 


after ſuche extremitie. as it had bene in tyme ol open 
warte. vohertat we moche meruayled, and were com⸗ 
pelled therfoꝛe to furniſhe our bourdour with a gar⸗ 
tiſon foꝛ defence of the ſame, whervpon the kyng of 
Scottis lente ynto vs James Ley2mouth, maiſter 
of his howſcholde, with letters deuyſed in the moſt 
pleaſant maner/offerynge redꝛeſſe and rekoꝛmation 


ok al attemptates. And yet neuertheleſſe at the entre 


of the ſapde Leyzmouth into England a great num 


be of the Scottis.than not loked foꝛ, made a foꝛrey 


to our bourders, to the great annoyance of our ſub 
lẽcteg, and to theyꝛ extreme detr: ment, wherwith and 
Wii that vuſemely diſſimulation, we were not a lyt⸗ 


tell moued, as reaſon wolde we ſhulde. And pet dyd 


92 not lynally loo extremely perlecute and continue 


our - 


our ſayde diſpleaſure, but that we gaue benigne au⸗ 
dience to the ſayde Leyꝛmouth, and ſuffered our ſelfe 
to be ſomewhat altred by his woꝛdes and fayꝛe pꝛo⸗ 
myſes, tendyng to the perſwaſion that we euer deſy⸗ 
red, to fynde the kynge ol Scottis ſuche a Nephteu 
vnto vs, as our pꝛoximitie of bloude, with our gra⸗ 
tuitie vnto hym, dyd require, 

IN THE meane tyme of theſe fapze wooꝛdes, the 
dedes of the boꝛders were as extreme as myghte be, 


and our ſubiectes ſpoyled : and in a rode made by ſyz 
Robert Bowes foꝛ a reuenge therof, the ſame [pz Ro⸗ 


bert Bowes with many other taken pꝛyſoners, and 


pet deteyned in Scotlande, without puttynge them 


to fyne and raunſome, as hath ben euer accuſtomed. 
And beinge at the ſame tyme a ſurceaunce made on 
bothe ſydes at the ſuite of the ſayde Ley2zmouth foꝛ a 
ſeaſon: the Scottis ceaſſed not to make ſundzy inua- 
tons into our realme in ſuche wyle, as we were com⸗ 
pelled to koꝛgette fapze wozdes, and onelye to conſy⸗ 
der the kyng ol Scottes dedes, whiche appered vn⸗ 
to vs of that ſozt, as they ought not fo2 our duetie in 


defence of our lubiectes, ne coulde not in reſpecte ok 


our honour, be paſſed ouer vnrefoꝛmed: and therfoze 
put in a redyneſſe our army. as a due meane wherby 
we myght atteigne ſuche a peace, as fo2 the ſafegard 
of our ſubiectes we be bounde to pꝛocure. 

AFTER Whiche pzeparation made, and knowlege 
had therof, the kyng of Scottis ceſſed not to vſe his 
accuſtomed meane of fayꝛe woꝛdes, which in our na⸗ 
tural inclination wꝛought eftlones their a 
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effect, euermoze deſirous to fynd in the king of Scot⸗ 


Dureham, and the maſter of our hozſes, there to cõ⸗ 


* fo2concluſion of amitie, nothing difficile oꝛ hard on 


thought it eaſy and facile to be concluded and accom 


tis ſuch a regard and reſpect to be declared in dedes, 
as the cozreſpodence of naturall loue in the Nephieu 
to ſuche an Uncle. as we haue ſhewed our ſelfe to⸗ 
wardes hym, dothe require, Woherfoꝛe vpon new re⸗ 

queſt and ſuite made vnto vs, we determined to ſtay 

our army at Yoke, appoynting the Duke of Nozff, — 
our lieutenaunt, the loꝛde pꝛiuy ſeale, the byſhop of * 7 


men treate and conclude with the Ambaſſadours of 
Scotlande, fo2 an amitie and pear vpon ſuche con⸗ 
ditions, as by reaſon and equitie were indyfferent, 
wherby the warre might be exchued, being by ſundꝛy 
inuaſion of the Scottis than open and manifeſt. 
IN THIS communication betwene our and their 
commiſſioners, after diuers degrees of commiſſion, 
ſhewed by the Scottis, and finally one, that was by 
our commiſſioners allowed, matters were pzoponed 


our part, but ſo agreable to reaſon, as the commiſſio⸗ 
ners of Scotlande ſayd, they doubted not, but yf it 
myght ones be bꝛoughte to paſſe, that the kynge of 
Scottis ourNephieu might haue a meting with vs, 
all matters ſhulde eaſyly be componed and determi⸗ 
ned. Yoherbpon they lefte ſpeakynge of any articles 
of amitie,and the ambaſſadours of Scotland made 
moche outward toy in communication of a metinge, 
they ſhewed them ſelfe in woꝛdis facion and behauoz 
moche to delyte in it, to reioyce in it, and therewith 


B pliſhed 
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plyſſhed, and fo2 their parte they toke it then fo2 a 


thing paſſed. a thing concluded, and moſt certayn to 
take effect, and only deſpzed.vi.dayes to obtgigne an= 


ſwere fromtheirmaiſter, and our army fo2 that tyiſie 
to ſtap and go no further. Wherbnto our commillto= 
ners then agreed. 


AFTER THESE ſyxe dayes was ſent a commiſ⸗ 


ſion out of Scotlande, with power to conclude a me⸗ 
tynge pzeciſely at ſuche a place, as they knew wel we 
wolde not, ne coulde not in wynter obſerue and keve, 
wherwith whan our cõmiſſioners were mpyſcontent, 
the ambalſadours of Scotland to relieue that diſple 
ſure, and to tempꝛe the matier, wherby to winne moze 
tyme, ſhewed fozth their inſtructions, wherin liberty 
was gyuen to the ambaſſadouts to excede their com- 
 milifon in the appoyntment of the place, and to con- 
ſent to any other by our commiſſioners thought con- 
uentent, whiche maner of pzocedyng, when our com⸗ 
miſſioners retuſed, alledging that they wold not con⸗ 
clude a metynge with men, hauynge no commiſſion 
thervnto, the ambaſſadours of Scotland vpon pꝛe⸗ 
tence to ſend fo2a moze ample and large commiſſion, 
agreable to their inſtructiõs fo2 appoyntment of the 
place, obteined a delay of other. vi.days, to ſende foz 
the ſaid ample cõmiſſion without reſtraynt of place. 
Ind after thoſe. vi.dapes they bꝛought foꝛthe a newe 
commiſſion, made in a good kourme, and without ex- 
ception.But therwith they ſhewed alſo newe tnſtru- 
ctions, contepnynge ſuche a reſtraynte as the foꝛmer 
commiſſion dyd conteyne, ſo as the libertie gyuen | 
| : _ the 
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the Commiſſioners ipthe commiſſion was nowe at 
the laſt remoued and taken away bythe inſtructtõs, 
with addition of a ſpectal charge to the ambaſſadoꝛs 
not to excede the ſame. „ 

AND thus fyzſte the ambaſſadours of Scotlande 
ſemed to haue wyll and deſpze to conclude of a place 
ſemely and conuentent, whiche foꝛ want of commiſ⸗ 
ſion they myght not do, and at the laſte myght haue 
concluded a metynge by vertue of they; commiſſion, 
and then foz feare of the tommandement in thepꝛ ſe⸗ 
cond inſtructions they durſt not. Ind lo they ſhewed 
theyꝛ fyzlt inſtructions partly to excuſe theyꝛ kynge, 
who ſhulde leme ſecretely to wyll moze, than in the 
commiſſion he dyd openly pꝛofeſſe. 

AND THAN With an amplecommiſſion from the 
kyng, they ſhewed thep? ſecret inſtructiõs foꝛ defence 
of them ſelf, why they pꝛoceded not accoꝛding to their 
commiſſion, not carynge howe muche they charged 
therin their kyng, whole faulte they diſcioled to dyl⸗ 
charge them ſelf, truſting that by benefite ofthe win- 
ter appꝛochyng and the tyme loſt in theyꝛ communi⸗ 

cation theyꝛ maiſter ſhulde be defended agaynſte our 
power fo2 this pete , without doinge fo; they? puͤrte 
that by honourr, right, lawe, and leages they be bbli⸗ 
ged and bounde to do. And in this meane tyme dute 
ſubiectes taken pꝛiſoners in Scotland coulde not be 
deliuered vpon any ranſome, contrary to al cuſtome 
and vſage of the boꝛder in the tyme of pear c watre . 


and in this meane tyme ſtaied a great part of our àr⸗ 
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In this tyme ambaſſadours (as ve haue herde)aſſem 
bled to talke of an amitie and eonclude it not. The 
treatyng of amitie was put ouer by communication 
of a metynge. „ 
1E cõmunication dt᷑ metyng was ſo handled by 
alteration of commyſſion and inſtructions on they 
behalfe, as it appereth a plapne deuiſe onely excogi⸗ 
tate foz a delay, whyche hath gyuen vs lyght, where 
vpon moe certeinly to iudge the king of Scottis in⸗ 
warde affection towardes vs, whoſe dedes and woꝛ⸗ 
des well wayed and conſidered, dothe vs playnely to 
bnderſtande, howe he hath contynually laboured to 
abuſe vs with ſwete and pleaſant wozdes, and to ſa⸗ 
tisfy the appetites of other at home and abꝛode with 
his bnkynde and diſpleaſant dedes. Jn his woꝛdes 
he pꝛokeſſeth an indiſſoluble amitie, he alledgeth kin 
red, he knowlegeth benefites. onely the faulte ts that 
he ſpeaketh an other langage to all the wozlde in de⸗ 
des, and therby ſo toucheth vs in honour and dene⸗ 
gation of iuſtyce, as we be infozxced and compelled to 
vſe the \wozde, whiche god hath put in our lande as 
an extreme remedy, wherby to obteigne bothe quiete 
fo: our ſubtectes,+alſo that ts due vnto vs by right. 
pactes, and leages. | 
wE HAVE. paciently ſuffred many deluſtons,and: 
notably the laſte yere, when we made pꝛeparation at 
Yozke fo: his repatre to vs: But ſhuld we ſuffer our 
people and ſubtectes to be ſo ofte ſpoyled without re⸗ 
medy ! This is done by the Scottis what ſoo euer 
cheyz wozdes be. Shulde we luffer our rebellests be

This is allo done by them what ſo euer they: woꝛdes 
be. Shuld weſuffer our lande to be vſurped contra⸗ 
ry to our molt playne euidence, onely vpon a wylle, 
pꝛyde, and arrogancye of the other partte⸗ This is 
done by them what ſo euer theyꝛ woꝛdes be And all 
theſe be ouer pꝛeſumptuoully done agaynſte vs, and 
gyue ſuche ſignification of theyꝛ arrogancy, as it is 
neceſſary foꝛ vs to oppꝛeſſe it in the begynning, leſte 
they ſhuld gather further courage to the greater diſ⸗ 
pleaſure ot vs and our poſteritte hereatter. Ind yet 
in the entreatyng of this matter. it we had not eui⸗ 
dently perceyued the lacke of ſuche affectton as pꝛox⸗ 
tmitteof bloudde ſhulde require, we wold muche ra⸗ 
ther haue remitted theſe tnturtes in reſpecte of pꝛoxi⸗ 
mitie ot᷑ bloud to our Nephieu, than we dyd hereto⸗ 
foze the inuaſton of his father.
